their righteous indignation and tender eom-
passion. _Therefore, Lhey say, Lhe papers wire
yul inte Devine's pookel by the pollcemen,
&hls is the sole ground for such an assertion.
Why this pretense is so Lransparent the very
sun shines throught it! Do tbey expect your
Hopor to welgh In the balauce the statemont of
this confessed druonkard and would-be mur-
derer, without a show of evidence Lo sapport
it agalnst the sworn evidence of two oMoeers of
the law, who, lel me here add, have acted ln a
mnun&rn wkich proves them to be falthfal

uardfns of the publie pesce? Nelther your

onor nor any reasonable man will entertain
the ldesa for one woment, bBuat If we grant, for
argument's gake, Lhut Lhis preposterous theory
be true, does it relleve the Prothonotary or his
sssocinles? Is 1l nok just ne great an offunse
for a poligeman Lo have access Lo the seal and
vecords of this Court as & Democratio rough,
who llves witbout visible means of support,
and gralultously canvasses for nhis party? Ir
the theory of Mr. Biddle be true, it does not
alter Lthe culpabiiity of the Prothonotary one
Jot or one tittle, o think your Honor will
recegnize the truth of 1ne stalement of the
oflicers, anddglva the theory of subgtitution the
credence il deserves,

At the outset of the case we stated that wedld
not belleve, nor would weé attempt to prove,
that the signature Lo Lthese papars was that of
Colonel Buowden., Wedeemed tbat it had been
appended vither in his office, as was most pro-
buble, or out of it. Woether the person so sign-
ing was Or was not suthorized to sign the name
ol Colonel Snowden we have altempted 1o dis-
vover, and feel convineed from the evidenoe
that whatever reflection may rest on the Pro-
thopotsary for carelessness and undoe rellance
un sabordinoles, he has never aulhorized his
signature Lo any of Loese papers by any one,
Thesa are, thereore, nndoubled forgeries so far
a8 hispume I8 concarned,

Bul It was notonly uls duly to keep his slg-
pature off such papers—thnl was a seif evident
duty—but hi was also boupd W use extraordi-
pery dillgence In protecting the seal of this
conrt. By statute he 18 made 1ty oustodian; and
when we remember the high natare of every
docnment to which 1t 18 appedned; when we
remember that 1t 18 agaluast the policy and
praciiee of A cour! togo bedind 118 8eal, we can
apprecinte the tmportant responsibility of
Col, Bnowden. How Las he faldlled tont duty 7
The evidence sabmitted bas proved beyomd
ressonable donbt that the seal whien appaars
on Lthese papers 18 the impresston of the bona
fide geal of Whis court, We have shown by sr,
Grattan sod Mr, Price that the blanks used are
Lthe saine,

We have shown by Mr. Lovelt, an expert
praciical engraver, and oue woose standing in
ihe art the counsel for the other slde gener-
ously recognized, that In wll probabliity the
refls came from the genulne one, Alter care-
fol apd mechanieal examination of them he

ave such as bis deliberale oplolon, In this

r. Moss, an expert, throngh whose nands the
exumination and comparison of hundreds of
Feals Annually puss, most hearilly coneurred,
BPoth these gentlemen testifled that sach lm-
yresslons as those on Lthess forged papers conld
only have been secured from Lhe original or
from an electroty pe made from it.

To be sure, Mr, Morin, an expert,who was not
compelent o form an opinion as to the lmpres-
sion himself, denled to all bils ¢raftsmen salli-
olent skill, and did so 1o the lmperfoot light in
the middle of the room, expredsing his opinion
before he took the impression to the window,
The high standing of Messra, Lovett and Moss,
both as experts and cantious gentlemen, g off-
sel against this witness, He was alded In his
theory by an ingenious member of the Bar
who showed the Courtan lmpression gecured
from s letter-press. Unfortunstely tor eur bro-

}. ther's standing ns an expert, he was obliged to

sizing was Lhus laken off, and the dull look ln-
stead of the gloss was Lhe result, as your Honor
will see for yourself.

On these forged papers there has never been
any wiler applied, a8 18 capable of ocular de-
mopstration, 1 would eall your Honor's silen-
tlon to this difference. But there 18 no necess
pity for examining the various prooesses of
ulwtwlqylug or engraviog from wax lmpres-
slons, be seal which sealed Lhese papers
slands in the ofce of your Prothonotary, and
has stood there all the time, Toe lmpressions
were aken In the offics, and it 18 nseless o be-
come sclenlitic over enemicul mysteries when
copnecied evidence shows that the beona fide
senl slamped these papers, From evidence
outslde of the office slone, we have sufflolent
proof of this fect, Bul, as thouogh to remove
every posaible doubl, we have Lhe sworn siate.
ment of clerks employed within tha office,

Althongh thres of them swore point blank
thit there nad never, b0 [ar as Lhey knew, been
blapka sealed in the office, yet Mr, Blalr, ln an
bonest and candid Wslimony, Wias com pelled Lo
soknowledge that rome (Wo weeks ago s nam.
bér—1he expotl number he«could not wil—-ware
senttered on ull the desks In the offios, sad be-
fore the eyes of all the clorks; that e had at
lenst slx, possibly more, on his desk at one
time, snd that they were kept 80 loossly Lhat,
BE 800D A8 these furged pwpers were ocaplured,
ne suggested Lhat they might hive hean stolen,
How loosely they musl bave boen kept Lo cause
such an fdea 1o Al onee occur Lo one of Lthe
olerks, who knew all about them !

Mr, T. Waorcester Worrall s'ates that he has
known of this praciice generally, and has had

sive negligence bhee charnelerized the eonduaot
of this office, and that fucllilles for (raad were
openad which themssives appoar susplelously
oeriminal. The evidenoe aigo shows that all the
clerks had, vntll within & faw days, frée aocess
st all times Lo the seal. That 1t stood anlocked
and nngourded direstly beside the door, within
arm's lepgth of any stranger eutering. Aod
that flpally, when the office beeamse 80 crowded
that It was lmpossible for the olerks LW go
fiom thelr desks to the weal, it was glven, not
for protection but solely for convenlonos, to a

new olerk, who had peen In the ofMoe just two

The cane which wan shown by the evidenos
of K. R. Worrall and John Bollena this morn-
ing exhibited a ourious coincidence. Yester-
day the counsel for the defeoss oalled ail tne
clerks except two, Worrsll and Bollema, When
we eall them thisn moming we fod that Mr,
Worrall tells usthat he has known sevonty-two
blanks Lo be senled in ons day and soatiered
on the deaks. Curious that be was not oalled
{mmuy with the other employes! Also,
Jollean was employed witheat any praviouas
knowledge, and now It appesrs that he 1s in the
awkward predicament of having served put a
erm In the Penitentiary for uttering forged

npere,

8 ueh neglect as this ja eriminal. Now we
belleve that this seal has been attached to an
noknown number of bianis, and that probabiy
through direot criminal connivamse ou Loe
part of gome, Certainly through some aston
Isbing negligence they are now doatlug through
the city, prepared on Tunesday next (o canesl
the voles of duly qualifled citizens, But wolie
Lthe evidenos as Lo Lhe ssal does not admit of &
doubt, the case 18 yet further complicsted by
the unnimperched testimony of Mr., Wawson,
who bore avidence Lo having seen n pile of
blank papers of natarallzatlon signed In blank
with Mr. Snowden's name, and layiug 1o the
office of the Prothonotlary.

Ihis evidence bas mot been rebutted or ex-
plajped awsy. It strengibeus materially our
cane. It shows that not only did the papers
oome from the Prothonotary’s Oflice sealed, bult
that there existed others whilch were sigoed lu
thatoMoe. Is 1L not an inference fairly war-
runted, Lhat thess twelvo pupers came both
sigued and sealed from the office of this Conrt?
w e do not mean (o say, let me repeal, that Me.
Bnowden ever did slgu theso papers, bul sigaed
they were, certainly, witoouy nis direct later-
vention,

Now, your Honor, such 18 the substance of
the evidence submitied in this ease, and by it
bave you been made awere of the mauner in
which the oftice of your Court has beea con-
ducted. From It you ean Juuge how the Pro-
thonotary has fulfilled his auty, Has he aocted
with due care in the gelection of his sabordl
nates? Has he exerclsed due care In gunarding
theseal? The misconduct of his subordinate is
legally his miseonduoct; and has there not besa
such u8 1o warrant the sevorest reflection? We
think It bas been ghown Lo you that through
the me glect of Mr, Boowaen and Lhe eorime of
sOme one else, Lthese papers hnve been uttered,
and llre now ln indefinive numbers floating ln
our cliy.

This 18 an offense of the greatest magnitude,
There has been & gredt publle wrong doos
Every clilzen is suflering from tnis negligence,
A8 10 what actlon will be taken in the premlses
we leave thal to your Hooor, withoal aven =
suggestion frons us, We merely brought the
matier up on & prayer for an sattachment o
order that It might be regularly brought up.
Whether It be granted, or some other remedy
be adopted, we will not urge unpon your Houor,
Bot the dignity of the Court, the honor of the
bench, the majesty of the law, and the safery of
the eleotlve frauchilse of the Commonwealth,
all demanded that the Mot set forth Lo the evl-
denceshould belald before the Court,

HIGHLY IMPORTANT!

Judge Read Enters a Protest
Against the Manner in
which Naturalization
is Conducted.

Ilo Declarves it Illegal.

Judges Agnew and Williame
Agree with Judge Read,
and a Majority of the
Court willso Decide.

The following letter, addressed by the Hon.
Jonn M. Read, Assoclate Justice of the Su.
preme Court, to Chief Justice Thompson, will
be read wilh interest:—

My Dear Brother:—lo the early pary of tne
week ending on the 20ih Seplemoer las:, 1
keard casually 1hat the namber of patursiiza-
tious In Nisl P'rius was very large, and oo Sat-
urday I was lnjormed Lthat S0mes persous were
arrested for natnraiization frands io chat Coart.
Tuis arrested my sttention, and I wrote s nule
to my brother Buarswood, who was holdiog the
Court, suggesting certala regulatlons whion
were adopted by the courts In the elty of New
York, giving facilities Lo any eitizen to kaow
who wus naturalized on the preceding day, nis
residence, and Lhe name and resideunce of nls
voucher, or witn:ss, Tne suggestion was ooly
pariially adopted.

On Monday, the 25th, It was stated to me that
seven bundred and twenly persons had been
puturalized on that day, and that thera was
sirong susploion of fraud, Thatevening I wrute
and had delivered 1o the Prothonotary a notwe
requesting him 1o glve me the nnmber natu-
ralized on eacli day in Beplember, Including
the 28th. The next morning I ealled on brother
Buarswood, and findiug his views were so dif-
ferent from mine, I wrole nim & letter, whion
wis delivered to hilm before | o'clock of thmt
day, & copy of which 18 annexed Lo LLls note,
marked (A),

Complaints being made that all acoess to the
naturalization papers or records was refassd to
respeciable cliizens, on the next dar'(nurln
recelyved from the Protionotary the st [ hs
asked for) | wrote another note Lo my brother
Bharswood, & copy of which I8 snnexed
murked (B).

In the proceeding before Alderman Beltler
Colonel SBnowden testified “his duty was to
attach his name Lo the papers wilen brought to
Lim by the tipstavesof the Court, and he ad-
mitted that his name might possivly be ate
taohed o them without thelr having been
sworn Lo, The crler of the Nisl Prios sald, 1
or Mr, Schell swoar the petitioners or vouchers,
but do not mark the papevs 40 Lhat we can re-
cognize them; I have administered within the
1usL ten days irom two to foar thousand oaths '’
One of the persuns naturalized, named Hunin.
ger, swore:—="1 was lo the Rebel army
from 1862 to 18G5 Bobnilzel nsked me
now long I bad been in the couotry,
snd 1 1old him; he asked me If [ had uufr olilzen
prper and I said no, aod be sald 1 conld get it
without muoh cosl; we wenl to Nos. 405 and 487
North Third street w & Demooratlo ¢ommitles:
he putl his name Lo & paper and pald ten cents,
and got s teket. We then came Lo the Court;
Bonnlizel also swore to George Malnloh; he
sald tuliing un oath was nolhing; st Leckfeldl's
tl:u n:lr}l.

DISASTER.

Terrible Untastrophe on Lake Ontario—
A Propeller Barned and her Urew
Nenrly all Lost

Speaial Despaioh to The Evening Telegraph,

Uswreo, N. Y,, Oct. 7.—The followlaz are the
lutest particulars of the terrible steambont dia
aster:i—The propeller Perseverance, Captain
Fitzgibbone, left Port Dalhousie yesterday with
20,147 bushels of corn for this city. When of
Pultneywille, about #fteen miles out, at three
o'clock (morning), fire was diseovered near the
tmokestack by the second enzineer.

There was o gale blowing at the time, and the
flames spread with such fearful rapidity that,
although there was a life-boat and two yawls
aboard, they succeeded in lnunching bat one
yawl, the other boats taklog fire before they
could be reacbhed. In the yawl Lhe first and
tecond mates, two men, nd the cabin boy got on
snd were ruved, The captain was entrested te
get loto this boat, but positively refused to
leave the steamer. The crew numbered nine-
teen persons, and it is thought there wore two
women aboard. None bat those lu the yawl
were eaved.

The propeller }Enternrlse, Captain McGrath,
of the same line, was Alteen miles behiod the
Perseveraunce, and saw it. The captuln wt first
supposed it was a vessel's light, He, however,
became convinced that 1L was soms kind of a
craft burning, and crowded on all steam to the
reccue. He was over am hour reaching the
ecene of the disaster, and though there were a
number of persous still losting about on planks
aud other supports, they were #0 much ex
bausted that they counld not take a line, and the
sen wus runniog so high that s boat could not
be lamnched. As the Enterprise came up she
ran into s number of the crew in the water,

Thelr cries for help were hearirendineg, and
Captain MoGrath and all on board were terri-
bly affected. One poor fellow, who seemed
stronger than the rest, was on a plank, and jast
as he called on Captaia McGrath to save him,
& sea took the plank, and drove 1t against the
propeller, and its human load was seen no more.
